Accreditation: Checking for quality

Accreditation is another way of assessing health plan quality. An outside organization checks to see
whether the plan has the right systems and people in place to do a good job providing health care.
All Michigan Medicaid health plans must be accredited or be in the process of seeking accreditation
by October 2002.
